been so, kindly prefaced by you. In your 
observations on the effects of sympathy and 
forbenrance it is difficult for two peoples 
with divergent sa aystem and customs 
to live tagother with comfort xs free mene 
And that we du live withone friction in 
Hongkong where every man enjoys freedom, 
Fin its fullest form, freedom to think his 
own ‘thuughts, ta speak his owntanind, 
and to guide his own actions without inter. 
ference, su long as those uction de not pre- 
vent the exercise of a similar freedom by 
others, is 's proof thal the feeling of sym- 
pathy is not eunfined tothe Governor but 
is widely shared by the community, Kuro- 
pean and Chinese, You have. mentioned 
many incidents of the three years xinco T 
have assumed the administration of this 
Government, and chiefest among’ them is 
the annually recurring visitation of plague.

their arrival till the evening of tho vist De- 
cember they behaved in an orderly manner 
and impressed the residents with their suber 
‘and-gentlemanly conduct. ‘The resiment 
they had rolieved wan most exemplary in ita 
behaviour througheut, -and the inhahitan ts 
congratalated themselycs oon obtain ing 
worthy: successurs, Thoy wore all young 
fellows of superior physique, and bnd oy ery 
appearance of being a body of reliahto men - 
‘The high opinion entertainei of them was, 
howeyer, shattered on the evening of the 
jast day of the year,
